H | minary Pꝛieſtes, and others, that haue taken Oꝛders by 
> \-©)] authozity-derined from the Sea of Rome, now harboured 
within this Realme, and by their Boldneſſe and Ynſolencie, 
in Seduting and withdzawing his Maieſties Subiects, not onely from the Religion 
here eſtabliſhed , but alſo from their Obedience and Allegiance to His Maieſtie, hath 
thought good ( fo aboliſhingof this growing enill , and pꝛeuention of the like in time 
to tome) hereby to publiſh His Royall pleaſure; And doth by this his Pꝛotlamation 
ſtrictly charge and command all Jeſuites, Seminary Pꝛieſts, and all others that haue 
taken Oꝛders by any authoꝛity deriued from the Sea of Rome, now reſident, oꝛ being 
within this Hts Mateſties Realme of England, oz the Dominion of wales, That they, 
and euery of them, doe befoze the fourteenth day of June next enſuing the date here- 
of , make their repaire to ſome ofHis Mateſties Pozts within the ſaid Realme oꝛ Domi⸗ 
nion, and from thence to Tranſpozt themlelues out of the ſame , with the firſt oppoz- 
tunitie of Winde and Weather, into ſome foꝛreine parts beyond the Sea, and neuer 
after to returne into this Realme ; And that all other Jeſuites , Seminary Pꝛieſtes, 
and others, hauing taken Oꝛders by authozity deriued from the Sea of Rome, doe 
wholly fozbeare, at any time hereafter to come within this His Maieſties Realme'of 
England, 02 Dominion of wales, bpon paine, thatallſuch as ſhall bee found within this 
Realme , oꝛ Dominion of wales, after the ſaid fourteenth day of June, ſhall vnder- 
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goe the vttermoſt leuerity and puniſhment , which by the Lawes, in that behalfe 
made, tan bee inflicted vpon them: And alſo, that no perſon, oz perſons whatſoe- 
ner, within this His Maieſties Realme , ozthe Dominion of Wales, doe, after the ſaid 
foureteenth day of June next, harbour, entertaine, receine , reliene , o2 cheriſh any 
ſuch Jeluite, Seminary Pzteſt, oꝛ other perſon , hauing taken Oꝛders by authoꝛitie 
derined from the ſaid Sea of Rome, bpon paine, that enery perſon offending therein, 
tontrarpto this His Maieſties Pzoclamation , ſhall vndergoe the vttermoſt ſeuerity 
ofthe Lawes pꝛouided foz ſuch offences. | 

And foꝛ the better execution of theſe His Mateſties directions, and Royall pleaſure 
ſignified hereby, His Maieſtie doeth Will, Require and Command, all and fingu- 
lar Archbiſhops, Biſhops, Lozd Lientenants, Judges, Juſtices of Aſſile , de- 
puty Lienfenants , Juſtices of Peace, and all other His Officers, and Miniſters 
Whatloener to bee vigilant and carefull to doe their dueties and diligence in diſcone- 
ring and appꝛehending of all the faid Jeſuites , Deminary Pzteſtes , and all others 
_ offending in any the Pzemiſles, after the ſaid foureteenth day of June, and to cauſe 
all the Lawes and Statutes of this Realme, now in foꝛte againſt them, oz any of 


them, without fauour, to bee put in due and exact execution againſt them, as they - 


tender His Maieſties pleaſure, and will anſwere the contrary, 


Giuen at the Court at Greenewich, the ſixt day of May, in the two and 


twentieth yeere of His MAIEZSTIESs Reigne of Great Britaine, 
France and Ireland.
